I Seaman Michael Bader, IB. 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Herman 
Bader, 3268 Willow drive, is in 
fair condition today at I-'irmin 
Desloge Hospital. St. Louis, fol¬ 
lowing a fall down a flight of 
steps at his home Tuesday. Ac¬ 
curate details of his mishap'still 
are unavailable, as the youth 
is unable lo recall whal occur¬ 
red. 

According to his mother. 
Bader apparently had a dizzy 
spell and leli as he was going 
down the basement steps to get 
a shirt between 3-3:30 p.m. He 
was found at the fOQt of the 
steps in a dazed corclition un¬ 
able to move. That was shortly 
after four o'clock when his 11- 
ytar-old sister, Caihy, returned 
from school. 

He was taken to St. Elizabeth 
Hospital where he was treated 
fur bruises and cuts on his fore¬ 
head, back pains, dizzine.ss and 
tingling sensations in hnih legs 
before being transferred to f-'ir- 
min Desloge. 

Bader enlisted in the Navy U 
months ago and currently Is on 
leave. He js stationed aboard 
the aircraft c^irner. USS Enter: 
pn.se, bajed at Norfolk. Va., 
which recenily relumed from a' 
tour of duty at Guantanamo 
Naval Base, Cuba. 

Mrs. Bader .said her son had 
been home on furlough for seven 
day.s and had been granted an 
emergency five-day leave exten¬ 
sion as hi.s father was due to 
undergo surgery. Since then, 
immediate surgery for the older 
Bader has been po.siponed. 

It Is not known how long the 
former Granite City high school 
student will be hospitalized, 
.Mrs. Buder said. Depending on 
the outcome jjf tests, he may 
be tran.sferred to a Naval hos¬ 
pital.

Boy, 15, Caught in Stolen Car after Police Chase 


A Madison high school pupil, 
only 15 years old. who led three 
units of police on a high-speed 
chase during a severe rainstorm 
in the Edwardsville area Tues¬ 
day morning has been charged 
with seven traffic violations. In 
addition, juvenile authorilie.s will 
study the boy's case in connec¬ 
tion with two car thefts that pre¬ 
ceded the chase. 

According to police reports, the 
youngster stole an automobile in 
Madison and drove to the vicin¬ 
ity of Sunset Hill Holiday Inn. 
where he abandoned il. A short 
time later, he took a car owned 
by a Holiday Inn watchman. I'd- 
ward E. Hederhorst, Cahokia. 
HederhorsI, after completing his 
rounds, siiw that his car was 
gone and called F.dwardsville 

A routine description of tlie 
missing puto. broadcast on iHiIice 
radii) by Fdwardsville. was re¬ 
ceived by Sgt. .lames F. .Smith of 
the Edwanisville police depari- 
nieiit at 5:37 a m. He saw the 
car a few minutes later. Smith 
gave chase, notifying county dep¬ 


uties by radio that he had spot¬ 
ted the car and asking them to 
set up a road block at Holiday 
Inn, toward which the stolen car 
was headed. 

Although Smith turned on his 
red light and kepi the siren go¬ 
ing, the driver of the pursued car 
refused to stop. Instead of con¬ 
tinuing on the highway, the car 
turned off on Lewis road. Smith 
made several attempts to cut in 
front of the stolen auto, but each 
lime the driver swerved ahead 
of him. running the patrol car off 
the roitd three times. 

Smith radioed to state police 
and to SlU-SW police who joined 
in the chase, as the stolen car 
liiriwd off Lewis road onto Poag 
road and headed back toward 
lidwardsville. Smith fired sev- 
eriil shuts in the air, but the 
dri\ er failed to stop. 

Fires Fourth .Shot 

Smith said the chase coniiniied 
along Kouie 1A3 and the pursued 
car swerved wildly whenever 
polii'e drew near. When Smith 
fired a fouith shut, the car speed¬ 
ed up, blocking attempts of police 


cars to pull alongside. 

On Route 143 the car ran off 
the highway long enough for 
Smith to pull alongside to fire a 
shot at a rear tire, but the bullet 
struck the fender, missing the 
tire 

For a while, the vouth drove 
with his head on the window 
ledge as il he had been injured, 
and Tinally swerved off the road 
to permit Smith to pull along¬ 
side.

Plans now involve a "phasing 
from an insurance situation with 
reliance upon facilities and serv¬ 
ices outside the University to a 
program of providing more com¬ 
plete health service on campus," 
according to Dr. Lee. 

When completed, the health 
service unit at Small Croup 
Housing will have emergency 
services, a 12-bed infirmary, and 
diagnostic facilities that include 
extensive x-ray and laboratory 
equipment. One of the Univer¬ 
sity’s five physicians will be on 
duty at all times, with two regis¬ 
tered nurses on duty each shift. 

Funds from the $4.15 per quar¬ 
ter assessed with the activity fee 
which formerly went into insur¬ 
ance to secure outside services 
are now being used largely to 
support the campus health serv¬ 
ice, he said. "Calamity insur¬ 
ance” to provide for major serv¬ 
ices not available here is still 
being held, however. 

Full-time undergraduate stu¬ 
dents who pay the fee will have 
increased services at no extra 
cost. Part-time and graduate stu¬ 
dents who do not will pay a 
small added charge to cover 
overhead on such items as x-ray 
and laboratory work and pre-
